The boys are between sixteen and 
twenty years of age, and w* re from 
the Middle and Western states. 
The cutter, in which twenty four ap­ 
prentices went for a practice sail, was 
struck by a squall and capsized within 
200 feet of shore. 
The party left the training station 
it charge of Gunner’s Mate Meagus 
and after cruising about the cutter 
was headed for North Chicago. 
While the cutter was north of Lake 
Forest a squall struck the boat, the 
sails were lowered and an anchor was 
thrown into the water. Gunner’s Mate 
Meagus, it is said, planned to let the 
cutter ride out the storm,- but the 
waves soon were running so high the 
boat dragged its anchor and gradual­ 
ly was being driven on the beach. 
When within 200 feet of the shore 
the cutter w as overturned by the wind 
and waves and Us occupants thrown 
into the water. 
Captain W. F, Fill lam, commander 
of the naval training station, saw the 
danger of the apprentices from his 
headquarters and sent a motor boat 
to the rescue, but this craft was cap­ 
sized before it had gone far and the 
Dense I men 
charge of it were obliged to 
swim back to the shore.

M ostly Neck, W ith a Few E xtras, 
the W ater T urkey. 
In the Indian river region of Florida 
are to be seen islands green with man­ 
grove bushes down to the water's 
edge. 
The scene is animated by the 
presence of many water fowls—peli­ 
cans, gallinules, water turkeys, cor­ 
morants and bsh crows—feeding on 
the islands, together with smaller nuuf- 
bers of gulls, terns, vultures, ospreys 
and 
man-of-war 
hawks, 
swooping, 
skimming and sailing in the air above. 
In all this array of bird life there is no 
more curious and interesting creature 
than the water turkey, which is some­ 
times called the snake bird. 
As the stranger gazes upon this 
scene he Is sometimes apt to think he 
sees a queer sun kl* wriggling out of the 
water several feet Into the air. 
If he 
grabs Ids gun and (ires it is probable 
that a part of the supposed snake will 
drop upon the water, while the other 
part takes wing and flies awny. 
The stranger wonders whether the 
snake dropped the bird or the bird the 
snake. 
The explanation is quite sim­ 
ple.

the snake in its bill, and the snake was 
dropped when the gun was fired.

members, appurtenances and heredita­ 
ments thereunto appertaining ns seem 
necessary to that end.
